‘Tae Medical Reports of the Surgeons 
attached to the various stations of the 
Maritime Customs in China, for the 
half year ended the 30th September 
last, for the most part carry on the 
previously recorded observations of the 
various medical men, With tho ex- 
ception of a carefully prepared des 
cription of the outbreak of an epidemic 
of dengue at Amoy, and a report on the 
pathology of the disease, there is 
nothing particularly new in the pres 
sent volume. Generally speaking, last 
summer seems to have been above the 
average in temperature, and a slight ins 
crease in disease is gonerally remarked, 
but, with the curious exception re 
ferred to, the diseases treated were of 
the ordinary type. The outbreak of 
dengue at Amoy was in many respects 
of a peculiar nature. Its sudden ap- 
pearance and wide prevalence, as well 
as its intensity in individual cases, 
wore in strange contrast with the facts 
that, although nearly every native and 
more than thirty per cent of the 
foreign residents at Amoy wore ate 
tacked, the disease remained confined 
to the immediate neighbourhood of 
the port, and in no recorded case 
did it prove fatal. Commencing on 
or. about the 138th of August, 
in a week it had so firmly established 
itself that the business of the port was . 
seriously affected ; merchants, boatmen 
and coolies being all more or less pro- 
| strated from its effects. Commencing 
| with an attack of fever, often so sud. 
| den that patients were attacked in the 
middle of a conversation, on the fourth, 
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fifth or sixth day the patient feels com- 
paratively comfortable, though occasion- 
ally troubled with debility. On or 
about tho sixth day, the third stage, 
marked by a return of the pains and a 
well marked eruption, follows and 
lasts for a day or two; to be followed 
by a fourth stage of convalescence of 
very variable duration, from one or two 
days to several weeks. Dr. Watson, in 
his report on the health of New- 
chwang, deprecates too strict a qua- 
rantine on vessels arriving with small- 
pox on board. "The disease is always 
more or less prevalent on shore, and the 
cooping of the patients on board ship 
is not only prejudicial to their own 
recovery, but is a hardship on the 
healthy who are compelled to remain 
with them. The recommendation that 
patients should be brought on shore, 
and the vessel carefully disinfected, 
certainly seems to be better than the 
ill-considered and imperfect — sys- 
tem which scems to prevail, but 
needs ‘careful supervision to guard it 
‘from abuse. 

“Dr. Dudgeon gives a second part 
of his report on the physical con- 
ditions of Peking, and the habits 
of the’ people as bearing on health. 
The style of building adopted by 
the native, and the small population 
to area, both conduce to health, and 
get rid of many of the worst condi- 
tions prevalent in Europe, where, by a 
system of lofty houses and common 
staircases, family is erowded over family, 
‘and deleterious. gases have free play. 
‘The system of burial adopted has its 
good points, in the distance to which 
the dead are carried from the living ; 
but on the other hand the practice of 
‘keeping dead bodies in the house for 
days or weeks is one, the evil conse- 
quences of which can scarcely be over- 
rated. Dr. Dudgeon has sought for 
information on the death rate of the 
capital, but, as might be expected, with 
but little result. “The Official,” he 
says, “at every police station knows, 
or ought to know, the number of fami- 
lies in his own particular district. In 
fact, by law, every arrival in the dis- 
trict, or even a lodger for a single night, 
ought to be reported to the police offi- 
cer and the sanction of the Magistrate 
obtained. Lists of the families of each 
district were formerly kept, and cor- 
rected each month by the personal in- 
spection of the police, but these lists 
have long since ceased to be corrected, 
and are therefore now useless even if 
obtainable.” As bearing’on somecaleula- 
tions of ours with regard tothe population 
of the Empire, and which were vehe- 
mently attacked by the “China Mail,” 


these remarks by one who has attempted, 
in the centre of the government of the 
empire,to gain some information from’ 
Chinese statistics, may have value. 
So wide are the estimates of the popn- 
lation of Peking that itis variously 
put down at from 500,000 to a million 
and-a-half. Still more at fault was 
the means for investigating the death 
rate. This latter is not to be wondered 
at when we find the deaths for the half- 
year amongst the natives in the British 
Settlement at Shanghai, where the 
population is known and a well organ- 
nised police exists, put down at 175 
or about 7 per thousand per an- 
num. Special causes prevail at 
Peking, which ought to render the 
City more unhealthy than it seems 
to be. Tho filthy habit of throwing 
all garbage, of whatever kind, out into 
the streets, has not so deleterious an 
effect there as elsewhere, owing to the 
dryness of the climate, and the preva- 
lence of bright sunshine. Its effects 
may however probably be traced in a 
more than usual prevalence of sickness 
when, as in 1871-72, the summer is 
marked by an unusual fall of rain. 
‘Meteorological reports, anda resumé of 
what can be learned from Chinese 
sources, of the history of cholera as des- 
cribed in the earliest medical works of 
the Chinese, fill up an interesting paper.

6,809; the expenditure 
having exceeded the estimates by Tis. 
79,305, of which Tis, 49,000 is provided 
by loans, and the remainder from inereas- 
ed revenue and various sources, 

The Municipal Budget shows an actual 
expenditure for 1872-3 of. Tls. 316,921, in- 
cluding the Ts. 40,000 raised by loan to 
buy the Soochow Creek bridges, and still 
involving a deficit of Tis, 6,899, ‘The out- 
lay for 1873-4 is estimated at ‘Ts, 222,879, 
exclusive of this deficit, which raises the 
sum required to Tis, 229,779. The probable 
income is estimated at Tis, 230,202, and it 
is further proposed to raise loans for Muni- 
cipal buildings, for Soochow Creek Bridges, 
for a Slaughter House, and to pay for the 
now Arms ordered for the Volunteer Corps. 
It is proposed to raiso the Land ‘Tax from 
} to 7/20ths of 1 per cent. ; the General 
‘Municipal rates (Foreign) from 6 to 7, 
and (Native) from 8 to 9 per cont. It is 
also proposed to levy a tax on native 
Doats trading to and from jetties within 
the Foreign Settlements.—A  re-assess- 
ment of Foreign Houses and Land is 
recommended. An expenditure is pro- 
posed of Tis. 26,000 on now Municipal 
buildings, to be met out of the proposed 
loan.—An appropriation of ‘Tis. 2,000 is 
asked to open and work the Lock Hospital, 
—Tls, 31,000 aro set down for roads, 
out of which Tis. 15,000 is for material. 
We review the Budget and Estimates more 
fully elsewhere.

An action for damages brought by Messrs. 
Milsom and Tod against the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank, for refusing to honor 
the Plantiffa’ cheques in consequence of 
the failure of their correspondents at 
Lyons, was tried yesterday before the 
Supreme Court, The Jury gave the da- 
mages claimed, Tis, 3,000, We are un- 
able to complete the report for publication 
in today’s Herald. It will appear next 
week, 

At the Mixed Court on Thursday several 
Chinese, concerned in a robbery of iron, 
the property of a foreigner, were convicted 
and sentenced to various degrees of punish- 
ment, The iron had been stored in an en- 
closed piece of ground abutting on the 
Creek, near tho Nanzing Road, Hongkew, 
tho fence of which was scaled by the thieves 
from s boat. Some fifty bundles were 
stolen, but their value was ordered to be 
ropaid by the receiver of the goods, while 
two of the thieves were sentenced, respect 
ively, to 200 blows and two months’ cangue 
and 200 blows and one month’s cangue. 
Several others implicated have yet tobe 
arrested. 

BH. M. S. ships Cadmus, Teaser and Sa- 
lamis arrived in harbour yesterday after- 
noon. 

‘The two celebrated tea clippers ‘Thermo- 
pyle and Titania arrived at Woosung on 
Saturday, from Neweastlo N.S. W., hav- 
ing mado the passage in 44 and 45 days 
respectively. The Titania managed to 
cross the bar that day, but her rival unfor- 
tunately ggt aground in trying the dan- 
“gerous experiment.  Cargoboats were 
sent down to lighten her, and she got up 
on Monday. 

‘We have to acknowledge a copy of a 
brochure containing an “ Abstract of Trade 
and Customs Revenue Statistics from 1864 
to 1872,” just published at the Customs 
Press, The value of the foreign trade 
with China last year was Tis. 158, 546, 017 
—five millions and a half greater than in 
any previous year. And the Customs re- 
venue was Tis, 11,678,636—nearly half a 
million greater thau any previous year. 

We have to acknowledge the first num- 
ber of “The China and Japan Sporting 
Magazine,” a brochure which, as our read- 
ers are aware, is to be published monthly, 
henoeforward. ‘The present number con- 
tains, of course, an account of the Race 
‘Mooting just ended, and a reprint of vari- 
ows other sporting records including a 





synopsis of the Shanghai meetings of 1871 
and 1872, taken from the newspapers of 
the period. 

It is well known that the most trying, 
if not the most dangerous, effects of the 
summer sun are produced by exposing the 
delicate expansion of brain substanco at 
the fundus of the eye to heatand glare, 
without protecting it by the intervention 
of glasses or other suitable contrivances. 
But as glasses of differing tints possess 
very different powers, in regard to the 
absorption and transmission of the more 
important colours of the spectrum, the 
choice of summer glasses is not a matter of 
indifference, In the first place, for obvi- 
ous reasons, their rims should be sur- 
rounded by wire gauze, In the next, 
the neutral or blue-black coloration should 
be selected, inasmuch as this more fully 
extinguishes the yellow and red rays than 
does any other. Contrary to general opin- 
ion, green and blue glasses are, we believe, 
of little value. 

‘The pontoon bridge over the Soochow 
Creek, which is now universally used for 
carriage traffic, has been well lit up with gas, 
there being two lamps on the bridge itself, 
three on the abutment on the Shanghai 
side, and oneon the Hongkew side. 

Edicts continue to appear in the Prxixo 
Gazette, regarding the pilgrimage to the 
Imperial Tombs, The Gazette of the 9th 
April contains two odicts severely blaming 
the officials who had charge of the transport 
services during His Majesty’s late visit to 
the Imperial Tombs. ‘The camels were not 
ready in time, and tho mules were half- 
starved and could not go. The Superix 
tendent of the Imperial stables, and the 
Officers in charge of the Luggage, are both 
sent up for punishment. On the 11th isa 
solemn edict banishing the Chief of the 
Eunuchs and discharging other officials, 
because they were hasty in handling the 
dishes at one or two stages ! Fancy a Euro- 
pean Sovereign issuing an edict on such a 
subject.—The Gazette of the 14th April 
mentions that the members of the Imperial 
Council had congratulated his Majesty on 
his birthday, wishing him 10,000 years of 
happiness. And the Gazette of the 16th, 
in strango contrast, contains an edict ap- 
pointing certain officials to superintend the 
Preparation of a mausoleum for himself 
and his consort. It is Chinese custom to 
provide a coffin beforehand ; and the Em- 
peror seems to do so at once, on his acces- 
sion, 

‘The Gazette of the Gth April con- 
tains a memorial by Li Hung-chang 
which does him little credit. Li begs that 
certain gentry who are anxious to do 
honor to Woo Heu, who was Taotai of 
Shanghai during the height of the Taeping 
rebellion, may be allowed to erect a temple 
to him in the city. Woo had to deal with 
troublous times; and the honor is deserved, 
in his case, far better than in most. But 
Li's record of his services is feeble in the 
extreme ; and unfair, not only in its 
omission to name the Ever Victorious 
Army, but in its studious attempt to 
depreciate the service Foreigners rendered 
in protecting Shanghai on the occasion of 
the rebel attack. No one knows betier 
than Li that, if it had not been for 





Foreigners, Shanghai would have been 
taken. 

From Treyrsmy we learn that the Ja- 
panese-Chinese treaty was formally ratified 
in the hall of the Shanse Guild on the 30th 
April. The Viceroy of Chihli, who acted 
as Imperial Commissioner on the occasion, 
afterwards entertained the Japanese Am-. 
bassador and his suite at a handsome’ 
dejeuner. Rumour says that Li Hung- 
chang was considerably astonished, at his 
first interview with the Envoy, to find a 
gentleman dressed in foreign clothing. In 
deference we presume to this indication, 
the dejeuner was served in Foreign fashion, 

A correspondent who wrote two interest- 
ing papers on the island of Cxusay, in the 
Herald of the 27th April last year, again 
calls attention to the neglect of the graves 
of our sailors and soldiers on that island, 
We can only endorso his appeal to the 
Naval Authorities to bestir themselves in 
the matter. ‘Tho sanction of the Home 
Government should be obtained to the 
necessary outlay for fencing in the ground. 

Tho Taotai of KrvxraNe has issued a 
proclamation forbidding the despatch of 
‘Tea musters to Hankow till the bulk of the 
tea represented has arrived at Takutang 
(on the Poyang lake). Muster chests for 
shipment to Hankow must in future bo 
accompanied by the Taku-tang  barrior 
receipt for lskin on the bulk, in proof that 
it has arrived there. 

The Peking Gazette of the 16th contains 
the first definite mention we have seen, of 
the capture of ‘Talifoo, the Mahomedan 
capital of Yunwan. Indirect references 
we been made to the event; but now it 
specifically mentioned, and the rebuild- 
ing of official residences is recorded, 

A large number of the native Chris- 
tians who were deported from’ the neigh+ 
borhood of Nacasaxr threo years ago 
have been brought back.—Tho Japaneso 
Minister to Russia, Mr. Sawa, entertained 
the Grand Duke Alexis, Admirals Possiet, 
Fedorovski and suites at dinner on the 
24th April.—The Telegraph from Nagasak 
to Simonoseki, Hiogo, Yokohama and 
Yedo was opened on the 26th; but mes+ 
sages are only received under certain con- 
ditions, pending the official opening of the 
line.—A recent census of the population of 
Nagasaki gives 14,450 males and 15,674 
females—The Iron Duke was expected 
during the last week, en route for Yoko 
ama, —A very successful regatta was held 
on the 25th. 

A meeting of the Hroco and Osaka Cham- 
ber of Commerce was held on the 23rd 
April, but no business of interest seems to 
have been transacted.—A meeting of the 
Municipal Council was held on the 22nd. 
It appears to have been public, as it is fully 
reported, but the business was chielly of 
local interest. —The Kioto Exhibition is to 
remain open thirty days beyond the time 
originally fixed.—The Race Meeting was 
held on the 25th April.—A successful enter- 
tainment was given on the 26th by a Com- 
pany of local Amateurs entitling themselves 
“ Kobe Snowdrops.”

STATISTICS OF FOREIGN TRADE. 


We have before us an “Abstract of 
‘Trade and Customs Revenue Statistics,” 
just issued from the Customs Press, 
which gives valuable and interesting 
information regarding the progress of 
trade during the past eight years. We 
find that the total annual value of the 
Foreign Trade of China during that 
period has grown from Tis. 105,300,000 
in 1864, to Tis. 158,500,000 in 1872; 
the increase too has been steadily pro- 
gressive except in 1867 and 1870— 
which each show a falling off from the 
preceding, that was however more 
than recovered in the following, years. 
Great Britain alone contributed, in 1872, 
Tis, 29,185,000 worth of Imports, and 
took Tis. 43,022,000 of Exports, aggre- 
gating nearly half of the grand total ; 
and Hongkong and India figure re- 
spectively for Tis. 36,700,000 and 
Tis. 18,900,000 of the remainder. 
The imports from the United States 
were only Tls. 410,000 and the exports 
thither Tls. 13,279,000 during the 
same period. The continent of Europe 
only figures for ‘Tis. 5,289,000, and is 
nearly rivalled by Japan with ls. 
4,608,000. The number of vessels 
entered and cleared during 1872 
amounted to 17,090, aggregating 
8,486,000: tons ; showing an increase 
of 2,127 vessels and 1,100,000 
tons over 1871. Eight thousand three 
hundred and sixty of these ships, 
measuring 8,954,000 tons were under 
the British flag; five thousand one 
hundred and seventy, measuring 
8,471,000 tons under the American, 
and one thousand nine hundred and 
seventy, measuring 607,900 tons under 
the German, flag. Seven thousand 
three hundred and seventy-nine of the 
total number were sailing ships, and 
nine thousand seven hundred and 
eleven steamers. We need, of course, 
hardly remark that ‘the latter number 
especially is arrived at by the frequent 
entry and clearance of the same river 
and coasting vessels. 

The revenue yielded by this immense 
trade has of course grown correspond. 
ingly—from Tis. 7,874,000 in 1864 to 
Tis., 11,678,000 in 1872; and the 
increase has been progressive except in 
the case of 1870, which showed a slight 
falling off from its predecessor. Im. 
port Duties last year contributed Ts. 
3,676,000, Export Duties Ts. 6,939,000, 
Coast Trade Duties Tis. 549,000, 
Transit Dues Tis. 270,000, and Ton- 
nages Dues Tis. 242,000 towards the 
total. 

Turning now to the table classi- 
fying the several articles of trade, we 
find the import of Grey Shirtings 
in 1872 was 4,149,000 pieces valued 
at Ts, 9,017,000, against 7,824,000 
pieces valued at Tis. 15,630,000 
in 1871. T-Cloths on the other 
hand figure for 4,968,000 pieces 
valued at Tis. 7,453,000, against 
4,167,000 pieces valued at Tis. 





6,306,000; and Drills for 1,064,000 
pieces valued at Tis. 3,298,000, against 
764,000 pieces valued at Ts. 2,288,000. 
‘The total estimated value of Cotton 
Goods was Tls. 4,400,000 less than in 
1871. ‘That of Woollenshardly varied— 
is. 4,794,000 against Tis. 4,765,000— 
the increase being entirely attribut- 
able to Lustres, which figure for TJs. 
1,110,000 against Tis. 899,000 ; while 
almost every other kind shows a slight 
decrease. Metals show an increase of 
Tis. 1,200,000; Opium an increase of 
1,200 peculs, but the estimated value 
is less. The export of Raw Silk 
was 63,192 peculs against 55,863 ; that 
of Black Tea 1,420,000 peculs against 
1,361,000; and that of Green 256,464 
pecals against 282,619. These three 
articles contribute Tis. 71,500,000 of 
the Tls. 83,000,000 at which the total 
Export trade is valued. 

‘We are able only to note the leading 
features of these Returns, which are 
however replete with interesting in- 
formation. Tables are, for instance, 
given showing the value of the direct 
foreign trade of each port; of the 
whole trade of each port, and of the 
revenue of each port ; of the net import 
of Opium into each port, of the export 
of Tea to each country, and various 
other detailed information. We will 
only add, here, that the gross value of 
the trade of Shanghai in 1872 was Tis. 
181,364,000, against Tis. 128,526,000 
in 1871, and Tis. 106,425,000 in 1870; 
and the Revenue it yielded to the 
Customs, Tis, 3,295,000 against Tis. 
3,212,000 in 1871 and Tis. 2,730,000 
in 1870. 





‘THE CAPTURE OF TALIFOO. 
We publish to-day the first authentic 
account which has, we believe, appeared 
of the capture of Talifu by the Impe- 
rial arms. On the 29th of July ap- 
peared in the Peking Gazette a memorial 
from Hii Cheng-hsun, an expectant 
prefect in the province of Yunnan, pray- 
ing for the re-opening of the copper 
mines of that province, on the ground 
that supplies might thence be most pro- 
fitably obtained for carrying on the 
war in the western portion of the pro- 
vinee, including the districts of Tali, 
Shun-ning, Mung-hwa, Yan-chow, &c. 
then in the hands of the Mahomme- 
dans. Before the publication of the 
memorial itself, the Gazette had, on the 
22nd July, contained an edict ordering 
the Board of Revenue to report on its 
suggestions. This report has not since 
been published. ‘There also has been 
no official report published of the ac- 
tual capture of Talifu, and we are in 
consequence left to supply the omis- 
sion from chance allusions in the 
sourees accessible to us. It has for 
some time been reported through Bur- 
mab, that the Panthays in Yunnan 
had met with severe reverses. The 
young prince Hassim, whose mission 
to England was the cccasion of 
bringing the rebellion into prominent 
notice there, had uot found it conve- 





nient to return, and waited in Rangoon, 
for a more favourable opportunity. The 
cause of this delay was the capture of the 
insurgent capital, a few particulars of 
which are now given by 'T’sin Yuh-ying 
in the Peking Gazette of the 16th April. 
Like the Taiping rebellion, the days 
of the Mahomedan Kingdom seem to 
have been numbered when its onward 
march was stopped. Its leaders do 
not seem to have had the faculty of 
restoring confidence amongst the people 
of the insurgent districts. Though 
physically and morally superior to the 
Chinese inhabitants, the Mussulmans of 
Yunnan formed the minority of the 
population. Their efforts to encourage 
trade met with no response from their 
miserable subjects, and were frustrated 
by the presence of more or less hostile 
States around. The Chinese Govern- 
ment had woke up to the necessities 
of the case; and the recent contests 
with the Taipings and the Nienfei had 
supplied a class of military officers ac- 
customed to such work as was to be 
done in the re-establishment of Imperial 
power in Yunnan, Accordingly, to- 
wards the end of last year, the Chinese 
succeeded in investing Talifu, and by 
means of mines finally gained admis- 
sion into the city. Its state does nob 
seem to have differed much from that 
of Nanking when occupied by the 
Tien-wang. The insurgent chief had 
surrounded himself with the usual 
paraphernalia of Chinese royalty. He 
had occupied the yamén of the Gene- 
ral-in-Chief, and had, in token of 
sovereignty, covered it with yellow tiles. 
He had constructed an inner city, and 
called it, in imitation of Chinese cus- 
tom, the Forbidden Precinct. For the 
rest, the yamens and houses were 
destroyed ‘or altered into places of 
occupation for soldiers, and the temples 
were completely levelled with the 
ground. ‘The entire of this description 
tallies well with that of the French 
Meikong expedition, which paid a flying 
visit to the city, from which however 
they wore glad to beat a hasty retreat. 
‘The Sultan, they described as raling by 
simple terrorism. At the door of his 
Hall of Audience stood two cannon 
always loaded ; no one except his own 
immediate attendants approached him, 
and few of his people even knew him 
by sight. Such was the condition of 
‘Talifu after cighteen years of occupation, 
‘T’sin Yub-ying set himself energetically 
to work to destroy traces of the Ma- 
homedan occupation. The yellow tiles 
were stripped off, and the buildings 
which they adorned destroyed, aud 
attempts were made to re-edify the 
yaméns to be ocoupied by the Imperial 
functionaries. The inhabitants who had 
fied were invited back, and good 
wishes for their future prosperity 
liberally bestowed. But eighteen years 
of hostile occupation is hardly likely to 
be got over ina hurry. The Taipings 
had possession of Nanking for a much 
shorter period ; yet to the present day 
the city is only a shadow of what it once 
was. And even this is more owing to 
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immigration than to the return of 
the old inhabitants. Nanking had the 
whole valley of the Yangtsze to recruit 
from, while Talifu is in the extreme 
S. W. corner of the Empire. To the 
present day the ruins of Taiping 
cconpation are more conspicuous, in 
Nanking, than the marks of Imperial 
progress. The state of Sultan Solei- 
man may now fairly be considered as 
at an end; and Chinese authority again 
reaches to the borders of Burmah, ‘The 
present will probably afford a more 
opportune time than we have yet had, 
for pressing for an extension of trade 
with southwestern China. Now that 
Talifa is Imperial, there ought to be 
no obstacle to opening communication 
with Bhamo. Russia stipulated, in 1859, 
for residents at Tarbugutai and other 
places which approached her frontier. 
‘The same right of residence in Western 
China would not hamper either State, 
and would certainly be beneficial for 
both China and British Burmab. 








‘THE MUNICIPAL REPORT, 


‘Tus Municipal report for 1872-3 shows 
that the Council have expended Ts. 
316,921, on an income of Tis. 292,401. 
Having begun the year, however, with 
a balance in hand of Tis. 3619, the 
deficit only amounts to Tis. 15,900 ; 
and it is considered that Tis. 9,000 of 
this sum, representing the cost of the 
Free Ferry across the Soochow Creek, 
should be raised by loan as a part of the 
expenditure incurred in acquiring the 
Bridge property which it was resolved 
to provide for in that manner. Deduct- 
ing this sum and the Tis. 40,000 
already borrowed to pay off the Bridge 
Company, the actual working expenses 
of the year remain at Tis. 269,220 
against the budget estimate of Tis. 
237,606. ‘The comparative statement of 
receipts and expenditure given at. page 
100 of the Report shows very clearly 
how this excess arose; the amounts 
originally estimated and the actual ex- 
penditure under each head being placed 
in juxtaposition. The total variation 
of the original estimates was an in- 
crease on the receipt side of Tis. 
81,027 (including Tis. 38,700 Bridge 
loan) against a deficit of Ts, 18,591 
(of which Tis. 15,000 was on Wharf. 

Dues) ; and an increase on Expen- 
diture of Tis. 108,813 (including ls. 
40,000 paid the Bridge Co.) against 
a saving of Tis. 24,508. 

The Inte hour at which the Report 
reached us prevents us from doing more 
thancursorily noting the chief differences 
under ench hend. The House and Land 
‘Tax together show an increase of Tls. 
9,500, which helps fortunately to coun- 
teract the deficit of Tis. 15,000 on 
‘Wharfage Dues; and opium houses 
come further to the rescue with Tls. 
1,829. The Engineer's department is 
shown to contribute Tis. 8,429, which 
means, we presume, as’ the En- 
gineer’s Department cannot well be a 
source of revenue, that a transfer has 
been made, to the general credit, of some 


special appropriation. Tis. 3,812 unex- 
pectedly came to the relief of the Fire 
Department; but, except in one or 
two minor cases, the remaining items 
that go to make up the apparent excess 
are only ledger entries. We cannot 
think that the disappointment of Tis. 
15,080 in the anticipated receipt from 
Wharfage Dues is very surprising, as 
the estimate, based on the full and very 
large receipt of 1871-72, in face of a 
reduction of tariff, was a little sanguine. 
The only remaining item of importance 
is a short receipt of Tis. 1,359 from 
wheelbarrows. This, however, does not 
imply any decrease in those machines, 
but a payment on their account, to the 
French Municipal Council, which is ex- 
plained by correspondence published on 
pages 13 to17. The French Municipal 
Council claimed that an equal di 
should be made, of the fees levied in the 
two Settlements. The English Council 
objected that 4 and } would be a fairer 
division; but eventually gave way for 
the sake of peace, and handed over a 
cheque for the surplus of their collec- 
tions. We think their original pro- 
posal, however, was fair; the French 
urge that their proximity to the City 
involves an excess of traffic, and conse- 
quent damage to roads ; and that may 
be true, putting street against street. 
But, if the aggregate of traffic over the 
large extent of roads in this Settlement 
were calculated, we imagine the result 
would be greatly in our favour. 
Turning now to the Tables of Ex- 
penditure, we find an increase on nearly 
allitems. Thesavingshown, of Tls.7,096 
under contingencies, and of Tis. 5,840 
under Stud Branch, being merely ledger 
entries ; for the Tls. 7,096 were spent 
under different heads, and the expense 
of the Stud Branch was really Tis. 
7,582, as shown in the Budget, but is 
charged to the several Departments. 
Savings have been effected of Tis. 1,333 
on Police, Tis. 1,846 on the Medical 
Branch, (through the non-employment 
of an appropriation for the Lock 
Hospital) Tis. 2,225 on the Public 
Garden, and a few small sums on other 
minor heads. A saving of Tis. 797 
has also been effected on the estimate 
for Lighting ; but we quite agree with 
the Council that the cost of $3.75 per 
lamp per mensem, is excessive ; and 
regret that they have been unable to 
persuade the Company to make a rea 
sonable concession, in the correspon- 
dence that has passed on the subject. 
We believe that a lamp is estimated, 
roughly, to consume 17,000 cubic ft. a 
year, which, at the rate of $3 per 
1,000ft. charged to the Municipality 
on general consumption, would give $51 
—actually, however, only$41,deducting 
the 20 per cent. allowed to lange con- 
sumers; while the amount at present 
paid is 12x$3.75=45. So that they 
apparently lose by the special contract. 
A comparison of the estimates with 
the expenditure is more serious, and 
shows an increase on all the principal 
items. The Nuisance Department cost 








Tis. 18,228 instead of Tis. 10,706—an 


excess caused partly by a transfer of 
‘Tis. 4,600 from the Stud Branch, and 
partly by an under-estimate of Tis. 
4,700 in Labour. In the Works De- 
partment there is an increase of Tis. 
2,723 under the head of Salaries and 
Allowances, caused apparently by addi. 
tional appointments of an Acting Clerk 
of Works, of an Assistant Overseer, and 
of a Drainage Foreman—who appear 
in this year’s Budget but not in the 
last. Some explanation of the rea. 
sons for so large an inérease of Staff 
would not have been ont of place in 
the Works Committee's report. An 
excess of Tis. 3,000 on Buildings may 
be explained partly by the construc 
tion of a Lock Hospital at a cost 
of Tis, 1,600, and by various repairs 
and alterations, not contemplated in the 
last budget, that have been made to the 
Manicipal premises. Tls. 2,500 of the 
Tis. 6,000 which have been spent on 
Roads in excess of the estimate, have 
been wisely applied in the purchase of 
land for forming new lines. The ex- 
cess of Tis. 1,000 on the estimate for 
‘Telegraphs seems extravagant; if the 
little line in the Settlement cannot be 
worked for less than Tls. 1,900, it 
would be cheaper to keep half a dozen 
good ponies for expresses. In the 
General Establishment, salaries and 
allowances again show the large excess 
of Tis, 4,145, and we hope the Council 
will afford full explanation in regard 
to the necessity for this increase. 
The Fire Department has cost the large 
sum of Tis. 8,159 against an estimate of 
Tis. 3,000 ; but this seems to be more 
or less a matter of account. There 
was no attempt made to estimate 
expenses, in last year’s budget but a 
simple lump contribution was entered, 
against a corresponding counter-entry. 
As a matter of fact, the French Council, 
the Local Insurance Offices, the Taotai, 
and the Chinese Guilds have contri. 
buted a further aggregate sum of 
Tis. 8,800, so that the real excess of 
expenditure is only some Tls. 1,200. 
But that the Municipality should be 
called on to pay Tis. 4,200 on this 
account is decidedly unfair. The In. 
surance offices, almost exclusively, 
benefit by the risk; and we are glad 
to learn, from the pages of the Report, 
that an endeavour will probably be 
made to force the Home Offices to pay 
‘@ quota, which would have come with 
better grace as a free contribution. 

The total result of the year's pro. 
ceedings is, as we said before, that the 
Council leave a debit balance of Tis, 
6,800, after having begun the year 
with Tls. 8,600 in hand, and without 
having had any very extraordinary 
expenditure to incur, except that for 
the Soochow Creek bridges, which is 
met by a special loan. We do 
not, however, on this account, take 
a gloomy view of Municipal finance, or 
anticipate that any increase of existing 
taxes will be needed. Looking back 
over previous Reports, we find that this 
is the first year, except 1870-71, in 





which a deficit has ogcurred since 
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1865 ; and 1870-71 was exceptional, in 
that the armament of volunteers, 
amounting to Tis. 15,000, was defrayed 
ont of the current year’s revenue, 
leaving’a deficit of only Tis. 1,120 to be 
carried forward. The fact that the 
Revenue has not only failed, this year, 
to bear an extra strain of Tis. 9,000 for 
a free ferry, but has failed to meet 
current outlay, is susceptible of ex- 
planation other than inadequacy. That 
it should lead people to cast about 
for new sources of revenue is, however, 
natural; and we are glad to see, from 
the Council’s report, that they select 
ponies and vehicles as legitimate ob- 
jects. This tax would reach many who 
now contribute nothing to the revenue, 
while using their full share of roadway, 
and would even extract a few dollars 
from residents on the Bubbling Well 
Road, who have all the advantages of 
Mnunicipal Government, but pay nothing 
towards its expenses. 


‘THE MUNICIPAL BUDGET. 


‘Tan Municipal expenditure for 1878-4 
is estimated at Tis, 222,879, against a 
probable income of Ts, 230,202 ; but 
the outgoing Council leave a debit lega- 
ey of Tis. 6,899, which will all but 
absorb the surplus. And this equali- 
zation of revenue and expenditure is 
only obtained by a proposed increase of 
taxation which we expect to find se- 
riously opposed by the Ratepayers. 
It will of course be urged, on the one 
hand, that money must be had; but it 
will probably be replied, on the other, 
that the Municipal revenue on its pre- 
sent basis has hitherto fully sufficed, 
and that it is wiser to extricate the 
Finances by a loan, from the slough 
into which they have drifted, and 
to leave intact a standard of taxation 
which has been found to work 
well, ‘The actual condition of the Mu- 
nicipal Finances, however, has been 
dealt with in reviewing the Report. 
‘At present, we have to deal with the 
Council's proposals for the future. 
Looking first to the proposed Ex. 
penditure, we find an increase of 
is, 2.700 under the head of Police, 
attributable we believe to an increase 
in the number of Chinese constables, 
necessitated by the extension of beats. 
The Police works so well, and is so 
essential to our comfort and security, 
that this voto is hardly likely to be chal- 


lenged. The Sanitary Department 
shows a gross reduction of Ts. 
2,500; the outlay for the Nui. 


sance Department, which was inflated 
last year to Tis. 18,228 is reduced 
to Tis. 18,876, principally however 
by the transfer of certain items to 
another (Stud Branch) heading ; while 
Medical Expenses are raised from 
Tis. 1,178 to Tis. 3,500 by an 
appropriation of Tis. 2,000 to open 
and set going the new Lock Hospital. 
‘The Engineer’s Department shows a 
reduction of Tis. 1,400; and the Ge- 
reral Establishment a reduction of Tis. 
14100, effécted chiefly on minor items. 





We should not be surprised to find 
the Tis. 40,946 set down under this 
heading, still objected to as excessive, 
“Salaries and allowances,” for instance, 
which cost last year Tls. 4,000 more 
than the estimate, and Ts. 2,400 more 
than the actual outlay in 1871-72, are 
again inereased by Tis. 800; and stand 
now at Tis, 29,901, against Tls. 19,750, 
which was the actual outlay in 1870-71. 
The work of the Establishment has 
undoubtedly increased during the last 
three years, but we should hardly 
think to the extent indicated by this 
excess. The Stud Branch is set down at 
Tis. 9,640, against Tis. 7,582 which it 
cost last year—the excess arising chiefly 
from the want of new carts and other 
stock. Tis. 4,000 are appropriated for 
the Fire Department, against Tis. 3,000 
asked and Tls, 8,159 actually spent 
Jast year. We can only again remark, 
on this point, that the refusal of the 
‘Home Offices which do a large business 
in Shanghai, to contribute towards the 
expenses of the Fire Department, is 
little creditable to them. They derive 
the benefit, and Ieave others to find the 
money. The usual Tls. 2,620 are asked 
for the Volunteer Force, besides a 
loan of Tis. 8,000 to pay for new arms 
and ammunition. The actual expenses 
last year under this head were'Tls. 3,717, 
besides Tls. 4,000 paid in settlement of 
‘Mr. Webb's claim. There is an increase 
of Tis. 500 under the Local Post 
Office ; but greatly increased facilities 
have beon given, and the Office more 
than pays its own expenses. 

It is upon Public Works that the 
exigencies of economy havo fallen most 
severely ; only Tis. 59,000 being allot 
ted for 1878-74, against an estimate of 
Tis. 78,000 and an actual outlay of 
Tis. 183,700, in 1872-78. Tis. 49,500 
of this large amount was spent ‘in con- 
structing a Free Ferry, and buying the 
bridges over the Soochow creck, so 
of course does not recur. The Drainage 
appropriation too is reduced by Tis. 
10,600, the entire system of sewers 
approved in 1869 having, we believe, 
been now completed, and the present 
estimate being chiefly for subsidiary 
drains in back streets and alleys. A 
supply of drain pipes, too, having being 
procured for this purpose, an item of 
‘Tis. 7,719 on that account disappears. 
Outside roads are reduced from ls. 
8,500 at which they were set down last 
year, to Tls. 3,000 ; the present state of 
finance being obviously unfavourable 
to continuing the Yangtzepoo road, even 
if it be considered ne in view of 
the proposed new line of communication 
with Woosung. Another reduction, 
of which the wisdom is more questiona- 
ble, is under the head of “Improving, 
purchasing and forming new lines of 
roads in the Settlement.” We have 
always strongly urged that no oppor- 
tunity should be lost of improving 
communications in the Settlement as 
quickly as land can be acquired. We 
are already half choked; and the evil 
will not only increase, but become more 
difficult of remedy. Considerable re. 





ductions are also made under the heads 
of building, bunding, and kerb and side- 
channels. The only considerable items 
of increase are on account of Bridges and 
Roads and Footpaths, for which Tis. 
4,084 andTls.15,000 are asked respec- 
tively, against Tis. 619 and Tls. 7,627 
spent last year. Butas the Bund alone 
will take ‘Ts. 6,000 worth of granite 
chips, and all the roads inthe Settlements 
have been allowed to deteriorate as 
badly, this appropriation seems quite 
insufficient. Of course there is the 
difficulty: nomoney! But it may be e 
question whether borrowing, for the 
purpose both of mending and extending 
the roads, might not be truer economy. 

The incometo meet alll thisexpenditure 
is derived from three principal sources— 
Land and Housetax, estimated to produco 
‘Tis. 102,000; Dues on merchandize, 
Tls. 95,000; and Licenses Tis, 28,000. 
The Sanitary Department contributes 
‘ls. 8,000, and the Local Post Offico 
Ts. 5,400. Contrasting theso esti- 
mates with those for 1872-78, we find 
an increase under the first head, of 
‘Dis. 27,000 viz:—on Land tax is. 
6,000, on Foreign House tax Tis. 
4,700, and on Native House tax ‘Ts, 
14,000. ‘The first item is obtained by 
raising the rate of assessment on land 
from } to 7/20 of 1 per cent; and tho 
two latter by increasing the House 
assessments from 6 and 8 to 7 and 9 per 
cent respectively. We anticipate, as 
we said before, that the proposal will he 
strongly combated, The income yielded 
under the presont rate of assessment has 
notonly sufficed hitherto, tocoverMunici- 
pal expenditure, but \has allowed an 
annual . appropriation of ‘Ts. 12,000 
towards extinguishingthelate Idan. ‘The 
last instalment of that Ioan has now beon 
paid; the present budget is tho 
first, since 1867, which has not 
been weighted with such a charge; yet, 
this advantage notwithstanding, we 
are told for the first time that the ex- 
isting sources of income are insufficient. 
‘The last loan was raised, in 1867, to 
free the Council for that year from 
previous encumbrances, and the Rate- 
payers will probably think it wiser to 
resort again to this policy, instead of 
disturbing a rate of taxation that has 
proved sufficient, with economical man. 
agement, for all current requirements, 
Wharfage Dues—or Dues on Merchan- 
dise as they are officially named—are 
the next lange item of revenue, and aro 
set down, we observe, at Tis. 25,000 less 
than in the estimate for 1872-3; the 
cash receipts from this source, last 
year, having been only Tis. 89,000 in- 
stead of the Tls. 110,000 which were 
rather sanguinely anticipated. ‘The 
receipts from Licenses are estimated, in 
most cases, at slightly lower figures 
than last year; but the total is larger, 
owing to ‘an excess of Tls. 1,100 on 
opium shops and a proposed new tax of 
‘Tis. 1,800 on native boats trading at 
the jetties in the Foreign Settlements. 
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KIUKIANG. 


‘We give elsewhere a precis of a Proclama- 
tion by the Kiukiang Taotai regarding tea 
mnaters. Its object isto enforcecertain rules 
which the Hankow tea dealers had drawn 
up, and which are too long to append in 
extenso.. The first, however, is interesting. 
Tt states that, for the future, musters are 
not to: be put on the market unless the 
bulk has arrived ; such a practice having 
become necessary, as foreign merchants 
repeatedly take advantage to reject the 
tenor make a cut, when the market has 
fallen, on the ground that the muster 
difers with the bulk, This is rather 
rotorting what foreigners. ay about Chi- 
namen ‘in the matter of Shirtings. ‘The 
chance that the muster does sometimes 
differ from the bulk, seems to be ignored 
by the compiler, As the Kiukiang Tao- 
tai issued his proclamation without con- 
sulting the resident Consuls, it will pro- 
bably not come into operation at this port. 
Anyhow, it is rather difficult.to seo what 
advantage it will be to Hankow buyers of 
‘Kiangse teas, to know thatthe bulk of the 
tea. of which they have musters, has ar- 
rived at Ta-ku-tang (in the lake); for it 
does not at all follow that the teas will go 
forward by next steamer, as if a wind 
spring up there is no tellinghow long boats 
may be detained. 

m the 3rd inst, a meeting of those 
interested in the ‘Church establishment ” 
at Kiukiang was held at the British Con- 
ulate, Since the withdrawal in 1869 of the 
Government grant, and the consequent 
departure of ‘the Revd. Mr, Atkinson the 
acting chaplain, the Church affairs have 
been in a very unsettled condition ; in 
December of last year, however, on the 
return of the Revd. ‘Mz, Hart, an old 
rosident at the port, from America, who 
Kindly volunteered’ to conduct regular 
services, they have assumed a brighter 
aspect, and our bell now rings out its long 
forgotten chimes. 

ho business of this mesting was mainly 
to elect a new Committee, and present an 
account of the expenses incurred in keeping 
the Church in repair. ‘These amounted to 
Taels* 43.36, which the new Committee 
were requested to collect by public sub- 
tion. A vote of thanks was un- 
imously passed to Captain Harmon of 

Fusiyama, for the gift of anew and 
‘ndWome stove now placed in the church, 
and tothe Revd. Mr. Hart for his kind 
and valuable services.

TIENTSIN. 


‘Tho Japanese-Chineso ratified treaty was 
exchanged at the Shanse Guildhall—a 
large fine building, situated in the northern 
suburb of th —on the forenoon of 
the 30th April; his Excellency Tanésmi 
Soyéshima, the ambassador, and all his 
suite, together with several ‘naval officers 
belonging to the Japanese ironclad Rio-jo- 
kan on the part of the Japanese Govern- 
ment ; and his Excellency Le Hungchang, 
the Viceroy of Chihli and Superintendent 
for Foreign Affairs at the Northern Ports 
and all the local territorial authorities and 
other Chinese high local officials on the 
part of the Chinese Government, being 
present. After the treaty was exchanged, 
a breakfast was given in the same building 
to the Ambassador and all the Japanese 
officials, by the Viceroy—an entertain 
ment which, the Chinese people of this place 
affirm, surpassed in magnificence all other 
entertainments of a similar kind that had 
ever been previously given in Tientsin.— 
Seeing that the Japanese had adopted the 
European costume and fashions, the break- 
fast given by the Viceroy was in the déjet- 
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ner & Is fourchette fashion—knives, forks, 
foreign plates and dishes being used, and 
foreign wines drunk, Hence, I imagine, 
arose the seeming splendour of the enter- 
tainment in the eyes of the natives. The 
Japanese Ambassador and suite, I am 
given to understand, will start on the 5th 
instant in barges for the metropolis. Two 
or three of the suite have started to-day, 
to make the necessary preparations at 
Peking for his Excellency’s arrival. 

Late in the night of the 29th ultimo the 
S. SN. Co.’s steamer Stechuen arrived ; 
and on the following morning, from the 
flying of the Dutch flag at the foremast 
head, we learnt that his Excellency the 
Netherlands Minister, the Honorable J. H. 
Fergusson, was a passenger on board. In 
the afternoon of the 1st instant Mr. Fer- 
gusson called on the Viceroy ; and during 
the next night he departed by. river for 
Peking, where we understand a residence 
has already been taken for him. 

I have not heard any late news from 
Peking, as to howaffairs are going on there 
in regard to the solution of the Audience 
question; soTam unable to say anything 
further on that very important matter, by 
this packet. Ishould imagine however that 
the addition of the representative minis- 
ters of two other nations, holding no doubt 
similar views on the subject to those en- 
tertained by the present diplomats at 
‘Peking, must persuade the Central Govern- 
ment more strongly to acquiescence. 

‘The entries of the ponies to run at our 
races on the 8th 9th aud 10th instant, were 
made yesterday, and sul 
ponies were measured. The first lottery 
takes place this evening at the Club, when, 
to speak figuratively and comparatively, 
fortunes will be made. Some of the sport- 
ing members of the Peking foreign com- 
munity had already arrived yesterday. If 
the weather prove favourable we look for- 
ward to having a satisfactory race meeting 
next week. 

The weather keeps much too cold for this 
time of the year; and it is not as it used 
to be before this region was flooded. 
On the 3rd May 1871 at 5} v.a., the ther- 
mometer stood at 94° Fahrenheit ; this was 
before the floods of that year came on, 
‘and when the country was dry. To-day, the 
Srd May 1873, at 5 v.a., the thermometer 
stood at 65° Fahrenheit. On the 2nd 
April current we saw the first swallows of 
‘the year ; but as we had ice, the product 
of the. previous night, on the morning of 
the 18th April, I should judge they fi id 
made a mistake in coming soearly. Severo 
colds appear to be pretty generally preva- 
Tent at present, both amongst the. for- 
eigners and the natives of this place, and 
fancy I may safely affirm that. we are 
all heartily tired of the cold weather for 
this season. 

‘This region is enjoying complete tran- 

ynillity, and Ihave no reason to suppose 
that anything will arise to disturb our pre- 
sent state of things in the north of China, 
for some time to come atleast. It would 
be satisfactory to know that the popula- 
tion who are now suffering from the inun- 
dation had gone elsewhere for means of 
existence ; for who can say the any 
will not henceforth continue to be cov 
with water, and remain lakes.

CHUSAN. 


Twelve months ago, I took occasion to 
remark on the neglect shown of the graves 
of our soldiers in Tinghai ; and urged that 
steps should be taken to repair them, and 
to fence them in asa mensure of protection 
for the future. I am sorry to see that 
nothing has been yet done. The monu- 
ment at the West end of the Bund, in 
memory of men of the 99th Regiment, is 
disappearing piecemeal, as I anticipated— 
two or three rows of bricks worse than 





last year, yet needing only a day's works 
at present, to restore itcompletely. Just 
as I anticipated, too, the graves on the 
Gitadel hill are becoming more and more 
crowded up with Chinese coffins, and several 
of the inscriptions are becoming more 
difficult to read. There is no. wilful 
damage ; the injuries are simply the effect 
of weather and of occasional rough contact, 
inevitable in the absence of fences. I can- 
not but think Admiral Shadwell might visit 
the spot, and order the simple measures 
necessary, to be taken. 

Tt is generally believed that piracy in 
the Chusan archipelago has become s mat- 
ter of history ; and so far as professional 
Birsey is concerned, this is robably true. 

jut an incident I. saw the other .day 
seems to suggest that the tables aro now 
turned, and that the Chinese gunboats are 
taking’ up the running, Two large Can- 
tonese war junks wero ‘at anchor in the 
Sinkea-mung’ Channel, through which the 
fishing boats pass on their way, in and out 
to sea, Three boats come in with cargoes 
of fish on their way to Tinghai, following 
each other at intervals of 100 yards or 80, 
One of the junks lowers a boat filled with 
sailors of the usual gunboat. stamp ; they 
pull off to the first fishing junk, board her 
amid shouts of “La-le-loong” from. tho 
other junks in harbour and from the 
shore, and abstract a buckot of fish, ‘Tho 
same process, amid renewed shouts, a8 
the second fishing boat passes. But the 
third shows fight, amid yells of applauso, 
ropela the assallante and scves her fh ; tho 
gunboatmen try to haul her nots off as 
they drift away, but fail in this also, 
Howover, we seo them pass about half 
‘a pecul of fish up their junk’s side whon 
they return. 

The fishing season is now at its height, 
and the streets of Tinghai aro black with 
the ink of cuttle fish, while the Bund is 
white with the corpses of these and of mul- 
lot, laid out to dry. Wo counted, by,a 
rather rough process, some 7,000 of the 
former and 50,000 ef tho latter at ono 
tim 

‘Next to fishing—and, of course, agricul- 
ture where the land’ will pormit,—salt 
manufacture seems to be the chief industry 
in these islands ; and mapufacture itis, in 
avery fullsense of the word. The method 
differs from that followed on the shores 
of the Hangchow bay, in that there fire 
is employed to hasten evaporation, here 
all is left to sun—for the simple reason, 
I presume, that rushes are there plentiful 
and here scarce. We strove perseveringly 
to fathom the process,’ and believed at last 
that we had succeeded ; but as we fancied 
so several times and found ourselves mis- 
taken, I write with diffidence. Certain 
low land is flooded at intervals and tho 
water left to evaporate, the surface soil thus 
becoming strongly impregnated with brino. 
Wells are constructed, and hollow.mounds 
of the salt earth built over them, inthe roofs 
of which. are rough filters. Hollows. are 
made in these roofs, and sea water poured 
in to filter through into the wells ;.the mud 
in these basins being soooped out at inter- 
vals, and fresh salt earth shovelled in. The 
water that drips through: into the well is 
intensely salt, and is then ladled out into 
shallow wooden trays that are placed in the 
sun for evaporation, A thin crust of salt is 
eventually left. -

deported from this place in January, 1870, 
to their homes, has been the most important 
event of the month, but it was not until 
the Japanese steamer Banri-marw (lato 
Cosmopolite,) arrived on the 2ist instant, 
with a large crowd of people upon her 
deck, that the majority of foreigners be- 
came aware that any had returned.

Jearn that the first arrivals came by a Ja- 
anese steamer which arrived here on the 
Péh instant from Kiushin, and these ‘mum 
ered in all about 50 persons. The Banri- 
maru above mentioned brought about 300 
more who have been located at Kagosima 
and several islands adjacent. Besides those 
by the steamers, considerable numbers havo 
arrived hero overland at various times in 
small parties. ‘The whole were Ianded on 
the day following their arrival, and allowed 
to return to their former homes, free to 
entertain whatever religious opinions they 
like.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 
April 6th—(2) His Excellency Earl 
Li Hung-chang, Governor-General of the 
rovince of Chihli and member of the 
imperial Council, kneels and petitions 
in reference to the deceased Taou- 
tae of Soo-chow, Sung-kéang and ‘Mae- 
te'ang, named Woo Hou YA. This 
official arrived at his post during the win- 
ter of the eighth year of the Emperor 
Héen-fung fay HY (1857), and entered 
upon his duties with diligence; showing 
compassion towards the ‘people, all of 
whom experienced his kindness on num- 
berless occasions. In the 4th month of 
the 10th year of the same reign, Soochow, 
Sung-kéang and Pae-ts'ang were lost, and 
the rebels advanced from the south-west, 
in vast numbers, to attack Shanghai. Fo- 
kéen and Cantonese vagabonds, at tho 
East and North gates, sized this oppor- 
tunity to plunder and commit incendiarism. 
The Taou-tae, who was residing in the city 
at the time, exhorted the soldiers and 
volunteers to diligence in the discharge of 
their duties, and devised many expedients 
for the defence of the city, so that after 
the lapse of seven days and seven nights 
the rebels began to retire. During the 
winter of the eleventh year of tho samo 
reign, the capital city of Ché-kéang pro- 
vince was also lo: 
from Cha-poo, destroyed in’ succession 
Fung-heon, Kin-shan, Oh’uen-sha, and 
Nan-hwuy, so that the Hwang-poo — 7fff 


(ice. FHA) atone tay betweon thom and 
Shanghai on the eastern side, while on the 
south-west, the rebels were within ten 
miles of that city. On their approach, the 
troops placed outside for the defence of 
the city ran away in disorder without firin

False reports were 
propagated on all sides, and during each 
night several alarms were given, Tho 
Foreigners Pf] A, outside the North 
gate however, had troops to ytect them- 
selves, which’ were still available for pur- 
poses of defence. The Taou-tae, consider- 
ing his own troops weak, and the enemy 
strong; and that if his own forces were 
not reliable, he certainly could not use 
those of the Foreigners ; assembled the gen- 
try together for consultation, and to apply 
they resolved in » body to Tsing Kwoh-fan 


4D BB HAF for reinforcements. It was 
stated by somo that, as the forces of the 
enemy were numerous, and the expense of 
transmitting the reinforcements would be 
very great, this plan must be abandoned. 
The Taou-tae, however, remarked that sinco 
matters had come to stich a pass there was 
no time to consider any other plan. In 
the spring of the first yoar of the present 
reign, having made a calculation as to the 
expense, he hired foreign steamers and for- 
warded a despatch from the literary gentry 
to Gan-hwuy requesting that reinforcements 
might be sent down ; and from the moment 
the sound of the approaching troops was 
heard, the minds of the people were set 
at rest, Finally, in consequence of the 
Taou-tae thus making a stand, by himself, 
in the midst of the enemy, and constantly 
placing himself in danger, and also killing 
a multitude of the rebels,’ the entire dis- 
trict, East and West, was rescued from 
calamity. 

Tm consequence of the hardships which 
the Taou-tae underwent at this time, and

(2) Another Edict states as follows ; 
Ming-shen (Bj 3p) petitions that tho 
person who has charge of the Imporial Carta 
may be dismissed from office, and that others 
implicated may be punished according to 
their respective deserts. ‘The mules pro- 
vided for the carts of the two Empresses on 
the present journey, were weak and half- 
starved, and perfectly useless in wet 
werther ; and the drivers could not urge 
hem on quickly. All this is decidedly 
wrong. We command that Hae-ling, the 
Superintendant of the Imperial stables, 
with his subordinate, Paou-tséang, be both 
handed over to the ‘palace authorities for 
severe punishment. The petitioner, who 
has the general oversight of this depart- 
ment, has shown himself unable to correct 
any error arising in the management of 
these carts ; so that those preceding the

‘This year the reception of taxes for the 
public service, from that province, depends 
chiefly on the amount contributed by 
merchants, and of these the silk mer- 
chauts contribute the largest share. 
Formerly these merchants have not con- 
tributed less every year than 1,000,000 
cash, and they gave that amount with 
promptitude, and without any pressure 
being exerted upon them, inasmuch as 
their money was not squandered or heaped 
up through covetonsness, or stolen for 
private use by the tax-gatherers, During 
the past year or so, however, losses have 
been sustained in the sill trade at Kéa- 
hing-foo and Hoo-chow-foo. Every year, 
ducing the Autumn, the officials deputed 
for the purpose open an office to inspect 
and receive the silk for sale. During each 
month from Winter to. Spring, the 
covetousness of these officials as to fe 
and the extortions of the taxgathers, have 
Intely been beyond all hounds ; so that, year 
after year, when delivering the ’ silk, 
tho merchants have been forced to give in 
8 or 9 ounces extra in every catty, at 
a loss to themselves of more than 3000 
or 4000 cash, Hence these officials con- 
sider such an appointment to be a highly 
profitable one, and the higher officers re- 
gard sucha post as a remedy for their 
pecuniary distress, ‘The silk merchants 
however lose their time, and their proper- 
ty is wasted away, being subjected to end- 
Tors extortion. Such conduct on the part 
of these ofticials neither exhibits the b 
volence of owr Holy Emperor, nor is it in 
accordance with that respect which is due 
to the rules of governmens,

AC HE fF (in Yun-nan), they seized the 
Yainun of the Genoral-in-chief, and con- 
verted it into a pretended Imperial Palace, 
and wildly put yellow tiles upon it, usurp" 
ing the Princely prerogative.

“but the Kiangsi Teamen from Ho-kow 
and Ningchow have not conformed to 
 Uhis practice, and continue to send on

& chests of Ho-kow and Ningchow Teas 
“from Kiu-kiang to Hankow, to produce, 
« for inspection at the Custom House, the

© the petitioners now beg your Excellency 
“to request the Kin-kiang Customs au- 
“ thorities that, in future, all muster

« Poyang take) Li-kin receipt, before they 
« may be released, Ont of each chop four 
« boxes, will be allowed to go as musters, 
«whieh fact is to be noted on the Li-kin

“and that musters unaccompanied by the 
« Li-kin receipt for the bulk of the Tea 
should be detained. ‘They would further

On receipt of the above, the Taotai com- 
munieated it to the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms, and he further instructed the Hankow 
and Ningchow Barriers to be guided by 
the same, It now behoves him to issue 
this proclamation for general information. 
Let the Tea merchants acquaint them- 
selves of its contents and abide by it, &e.

Sm,—The'late Mr. Burlinghame spoke at 
one time on China, of crosses being planted 
on the summit of hills, &e., but people 
scored at the ides, and in fact it was a 
vagne saying on the part of thelate diplomat. 
‘Phere was nothing at the time that could 
augur the way of progress in -China to the 
extent he took upon himself of making 
public, to inspire confidence end goor 
fh on the part of the Government he 
8 acting for ; yet what he said we have 
seen realised. 

After the massacre of Tientsin in June 
1870, and the rumours prevalent that the 
Chinese were bent on driving away from 
their soil all Christian. teaching, apprehen- 
sions were entertained that the foul play 
exhibited at Tientsin would have a repeti- 
tion at Kiangnan, Some of the nearest 
Christian establishmentsin the close neigh- 
ourhood were threatened at the time and 











great fear took possession of those whohad it 
for their duty to watch over their flocks. 
‘Their anxiety was no donbt great, but they 
trusted confidently in Him who promises 
help to them in need who would ask for 
it. It was under such circumstances that 
vow was made to have a church built on 
the highest top amongst the hills known 
as Tsoze or more commonly Fangwoshan 
amongst foreigners, about 20 miles dis- 
tant from the foreign Settlements, This 
vow we have seen carried completely into 
effect ; and having been ourselves eye-wit- 
nesses of the grand and magnificent cere- 
mony performed by Monseigneur Lan 

iat, the Roman Catholic Bishop for 
Kianguan, on the morning of the Ist 
May, before an enormous congregation of 
several thousands of people, on the ocea- 
tion of the opening of the Church to public 
worship, we cannot pass it over. We 
therefore proceed to describe it. 

As is usual in the Roman Liturgy, that 
every great solemnity is preceded by 
solemn vespers, the festivity at the hills had 
what was certainly due toit. At sunset the 
whole fagade of the Church was lighted up, 
andl the zigzag road leading to it was full 
of lanthorns. ‘The large cross on the top 
of the frontispiece was a mass of lights. It 

iantly in the dark of the night 
looked as if coming to illuminate those 
who lic in the shadow of death, to lead 
them out to the light of everlasting life. 
On the morning of the Ist, the whole place 
appeared covered with banners of all colors 
displaying symbols of catholic faith from 
tho height of the hill, and following the 
road to the landing place near the creck. 
‘This was literally covered in all directions 

h innumerable boats which had brought 
round the great multitude to this scone of 
Christian devotion, At about 7 o’clock a 
procession wax organised toproceed from the 
half way Chapel tothenew Church. Fore- 
‘most proceeded the members, to the number 
of several hundreds, of different religions 
brotherhoods, in white surplices, carrying 
banners, next came the clergy in their vest- 
ind finally came up the Bishop in 
pontiticals with cruss.and and initre, escort- 
ed byanot few Chinese gentry in their 
holiday dress, and wearing mandarin caps 
having gold, blue, erystal, and (one or 
two) red buttons.’ On tho way up some 
guns wero fired off to warn of their ap- 
proach, and the bell of the Church rang 
then, to invite thom as it were 
to come to it, On the way up to the top 
litanies were sung, and on entering the 
gate of the Church the magnifieat was 

toned by the Bishop and chanted with 
vigor. The Church, splendidly ornamented, 
gave a splendour to the priests in their 
splendidly embroidered capes. Their 
voices, mingled with the sounds of the mu- 
sical instruments, made the whole buil 
resound cheerfully to the praises of Hin 
who is our life and our salvation, Ainongst 
the priests many were old and ancient mis- 
sionaries to this part of the world, and 
were assembled on that particular occasion 
to impart solemnity to solemnity. At the 

1d of the maguificat, pontifical mass was 
taid by the Bishop ; singing during it was 
most agrecable and’ pleasant. An appro- 
priate sermon in Chinese was preached 
by an old native priest of very high 
standing and reputation in the mission. 
‘The Church was most pressingly crowd- 
ed, yet tho number of Christians out- 
side of it was so great that it could fill 
up 3 or 4 times the space oconpied by the 
more fortunate ones inside. Owing to 
the Dlessing from the 
stead of the altar, 
to which he returned to read the last 
gospel. At the end of the mass a solemn 
Te Deum was most enthusiastically sung, 
and in this way ended the festivity of the 
morning, in the Chureh which bears the 
name of Our Lady, “the Help of the 
Christians,” Auzilium Christianorum, 

The piety and devotion displayed by the 

Chinese Christians are really worthy of 
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the true faith they profess, and are a source 
of consolation to their spiritual Directors. 
With the day they commenced their devo- 
tions by attending mass, performing Vir 
Crucis and practising other meritorious 
acts preparatory to the holy communion, 
to receive which more than 2,000 
people are said to have approached ‘the 
sacred Table, Although the crowd was 
immense, and thousands of spectators were 
not Christians, and most likely many of 
them were Mahomedans or Sectarians of 
Confucius, still perfect good order was 
kept up throughout from beginning to end, 
and every proper respect was shewn by the 
people. “Those who are accustomed to the 
noise the Chineso generally make when 
together in a body, have reason to be sur- 
prised at the extremely good behaviour of 
he Chinamen on this particular day, which 
is rightly reckoned as one of many yet to 
come, of triumph of Christianity.

one hand, a charming little summer house 
stood on the opposite side, and a pretty 
fountain played merrily in the centre of 
flower parterres surrouuded by counterfeit 
presentments of yrassplots and gravel walks. 
‘The plot consisted iu an arrangement by 
which, Symmetry, the possessor of this 
leasant domain and of a proclivity to 
look upon matrimony as idiotey, is led to 
surrender himself to one “Little Loo,” a 
young lady who, in her estimate of h 
guite ‘parallels ‘his indifference to. hers: 
‘The natural consequence of such kindred 
antagonism follows—Symmetry, to borrow 
a figure from the game, takes “miss” and 
is “looed.” In the meantime, however, the 
misunderstandings of the comedy are car- 
ried out through Symmetry setting Colonel 
Clarence and Falcon Hope by the ears, when 
they meet at his place, by playing off the 
early attachment each had for the wife of 
the other, till a fever of jealousy is excited. 
Found out at last, he is given, as the pen- 
alty of his mischief-making, the choice of 
having his brains blown out or mazrying, 
and as the least of these two evils he offers 
himself to Loo, hoping that she will refuse 
him, But she doesn’t ; she penetrates the 
insincerity of his protestations of indiffer-

Loo, 
upon this disclosure, magnanimously re- 
signs him and the property as well, bat 
Symmetry is now seriously bent on marry- 
ing, and is willing to transfer his liking for 
flowers from roses to “Orange Blossoms.” 

Symmetry was quietly and amusingly 
dctineated by Mr. Caudle, and those who 
remember the same actor as the shock- 
headed cowboy in “Milky White,” will 
appreciate the talent which could so tho- 
roughly adopt a widely different character. 
As the lisping, dawdling bachelor—feeble 
and witty, obstinate and plucky by turns: 
Mr. Caudle was excellent. Miss K. Lig 
cian a8 Mes, Clarence was the beau ideal of 
a vigorous-minded and handsome woman, 
and in her management of her cousin Syin- 
metry and her husband the gruff Colonel, 
the part was admirably acted, Mr. Hope 
(Miss Julia Brisaf) was less prominent, 
but the role was very fairly taken, and the 
contrast of style with Mra, Clarence had 
boon well studied. Biss Castor, as the 
piquante and positive Louisa, had good 
opportunities for making an’ impression 
on the house, as well as on the woman- 
hater, Symmetry, and on behalf of the 
former we may adopt his utterance at one 
point, by saying ‘bravo Little Loo!” ‘The 
gallant Colonel Clarence was impersonated 

y Mr. Grigin, who was most effective in 
get-up and manner, while Mfr. Crowguill 

med with his’ accustomed thorough. 
ness in the part of Falcon Hope, Altogether 
thecomedy was acted with evenness and life, 
and the audience showed their appreciation 
by giving the performers a call before the 
curtain. 

‘the ‘first pieco having ocotipied some- 
what less than an hour, the evening was 
yet young when the curtain rose for the 
comic drama of ‘The First Night,” which 
in revived by the A. D, O. after an interval 
of several seasons, three of the principal 
casts again appearing in theie “original clia- 
racters.” ‘The plot is too long for detail, 
but we may give a brief outline of it.

By 1 process of flattery, which he des- 
cribes as “tickling,” ad a determination 
which survives all rebufis, Dnfard induces 
manager and author to give his daughter a 
trial in the part the haughty beauty was 
to have taken, and by a tour de force he pre- 
vents the displaced actress from resuming 
her réle, as she wishes to do when she 
finds arival in hor protegée. Fitzdangle, 
foiled in his advances to the Frenchman’s 
danghter, swears to be revenged by getting 
her hissed, but Dufard “tickles” him by 
Groping ‘him through a trapdoor in the 
green room, while his daughter is achieving 
4 grand triumph on the supposititions stage 
outside. 

‘Mr. Griffin’s representation of the needy, 
scheming, daring artiste and loving pire, 
Dufard, “was beyond praise. ‘Time after 
time did his humour or his pathos, his mar- 
vellous mixture of French and English, and 
remarkable interpretation of the character- 
istics of his adopted nationality, bring 
down the house. His acting was only 
surpassed by his speaking, and from 
the beginning to the end of the four

W.H. Tarr, sworn, stated—I made no pro- 
mise of the kind, I couldn’t have made any, 
as I didn’t at the time I was in Court know 
if there was balance to be paid in to the 
Consulate or not, as the account was not made 
uptill nextday.” That disposes of the alleged 
promise inthe Court. In the Shipping Office, 

‘said, only, if the receipt were stamped the 
‘matter would be looked into, and plaintiff 
might get the amount or a portion. 

By the Covrt—I paid the $45 to H. M. 
Consul in the ordinary course of -my duty. 
So much has been expended on the man’s 
maintenance in gaol and in the Home; He 
may be there longer than the amount will 
suflice to pay. ‘The Government pays $1.00 
aday, and the balance, if ny, when the man 
ships again, is paid over to him. When the 
money is once paid to me, it ismy duty to 
pay it over tothe Board of Trade account 
through the Consul, and I have no longer any 
control over it. T'deny having qualified the 
alleged promise by saying “if any money was 
left over.” 

His Worsurr eaid that what he would like 
to have had raised was, the legality or other- 
wise of the charges made in Js 

Devaxpasr remarked that the ‘legality of 
the charges was the reason why, in the first 
instance, this Consulate disallowed the sums 
claimed. 

Ais Worsure continued—If he had that 
fore him, he should decide against plain 
‘because similar charges bad already 
allowed in a case brought before the Chief 
Judge, whose decision must bind this Court, 
He was satisfied that there was great laxity 
oF irregularity in making these char ge, ove 
in Japan. 

Prarvriry asked what was he to do; they 
theatened to detain his ship if he did not pay 
what they demanded. 

His Wonsnrr said if plaintiff, knowing the 
charges were wrong, were put under any kind 
of constraint compelling bum to pay thet, his 
remedy was to report the circumstances to th 
head of the Consular Service in Japan—the 
Minister. 

Puarsrirr—In the meantime I must pay 
‘the money? 

Duvexpanr suggested that plaintiff might 
summon the eoustable in the Consular Court 
at Kobé ; and, if he lost, appeal the case to 
‘the Supreme Court here, 

‘His Wonsmr said that course might be 
tried, but there was still a technical diificulty 
in the way ; that if money id with 
knowledge of all the facts, it would not be 
easy to recover it again. It possibly suited 
shipmasters to submit to these charges, else 
‘they would make a stand against them. 

NTI said it was the same all over 
Japan. 

‘Derexpant was in a position to show that 
the man against whom these charges were 
made, simply seat ashore to a hotel kept by 
the constable of the Consulate, who knew of 
i ing there wen and airested him in- 
st on his absence being i, and for 
this madea charge of $5, which went into 
his own pocket. Defendant recapitulated his 
Position with regard to receiving the balance 
of man’s ws it over to 
the Consul on ‘behalf of the Bosed of Trade, 
for the man's benefit, the Government finding 
him subsistence till he was again shipped. 

Pransrir asked how it happened that the 
Government would charge itself with looking 
after a man, who was not a sailor, but an 
engineer, and who could equally well gain his 
ting ashore as alloat. pe reul e 

Devexpanr said every man borne on a 
articles was under the Act as a seaman, 

His Wonsmir said, in this case, plaintiff 
was seeking. to fix the defendant ‘with a 
personal liability to pay a sum of money for 
Which defendant hinvelf could have reesived 
uo kind of consideration whatever. ‘The 
evidence therefore would require to be very 
explicit and very clear, to enable him to do 
so—i. ¢, the evidence of a promise. That 
evidence, however, was contradictory ; plain- 
tiff's own statement and that of his witness 
bein, coniratiehed by datesdand, who declared 
‘that he made no such promise as that alleged; 
and that moreover it was, as a matter of fact, 
mostunlikely heshould havedonesoat the time, 
not knowing in what state the man’s account 
with the ship might be. He (hi Worship) 
certainly heard no promise of the kind alleged 
made, when the parties were formerly in 



























Court; he believed defendant said that he 
would have allowed this sum of $14.50 if the 
voucher had been properly stamped, and from 
this plaintiff appears to have inferred a 
promise to, pay whenever be produced, it 
stamped. No promise had been made in the 
hearing of the Court; and, as defendant fairly 
argued, he could scarcely have made one be- 
cause he did no at the time know whether the 
man was indebted to the ship or not. If he 
were so indebted, the shipowner would simply 
be so much out of pocket, for the Government 
could not be called on to pay. Plaintiff then 
said a subsequent promiso was mide next 
day, in the Shipping Office. He had no 
witness to support him in that, how. 
ever; and it lay between the statements of 
parties, madeon oath. Plaintiff qualified the 
promise, by saying it was to hold only if any 
money remained to the man’s credit ; but it 
was shown that if there was, defendant had to 
ay it over forthwith to the Government and 
Bad consequently no further control over it. 
This being the practice of the Shipping Office, 
it was unintelligible that. defendant: should 
say to plaintiff, if he came back say in six 
months with 
him.

Dzvexpant remarked that the Shipping 
Office could pay nothing out of aman’s money, 
after the account had been made up, except 
for his subsistence &c., and even that was 
limited.

His Worsmr, not findis 
dence of defendant's liability or p - 
cided against plaintiff, with costs of the frat 
summons. He could have wished that the 
case had raised the legality of the charges 
made in Japan; he might tell plaintiff that 
the Chief Judge had decided that they wero 
‘egal, and plain should therefore not pay 
them.’ Ifhe did, he could certainly not after- 
wards deduct them here, as between his ship 
and the Government; nor between the 
ship and the seaman, if the latter did not 
choose to admit them. ‘These charges were 
either right or wrong—if wrong they ought to 
be resisted ; if right, there must be some au- 

it ebich ‘they were charged, 
plaintiff before paying them should de- 
mand to see, He might, howerer, be put to 
hardship and inconvenience at the time if he 
refused to pay, which he might find it expo- 
dient for the moment to avoid, but he should 
in that case report the circumstances to the 
Senior Consular authority in Japan or to the 
Board of Trade.

Mr. Watxewrtcur said he appeared on 
behalf of the Chinese Maritime Customs, to 


refer certain ebarges against the defendant 
Er the Jarceny of 







certain sums. He in- 
tended for that day to confine himself to three 
charges, for larceny of sums on the 5th Jan, 
7th Feb., and 5th March last. It might be 
2 question hereafter whether the indictment 
would be one for embezzlement or larceny, 
but that was a question of form; and, as his 
Worship was aware, it would be competent 
for a Jury to find a verdict for either, and tho 
Pr t would by the same for one or the 
other. Verhaps it might assist the Court if 
he were to give a slight sketch of the caso. 
The accused had been in the Customs for 
some 11 years, Loth at Shanghai and 
elsewhere, and for several years past had acted. 
as its accountant in Shanghai. As such ac- 
countant he had large sums of money en- 
trusted to him, and the evidence which would 
be called would prove that portions of those 
sums he had misappropriated. He might ex- 
plain that there were other charges against 
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the defendant, arising out, of circumstances 
similar to those he ras about to refer to. 
It appeared that certain fixed amounts were 
every month paid by the Superintendent of 
‘Customs to the’ Commissioner, to provide the 
salaries of the various Customhouse em- 
ployés, and to meet other disbursements, and 
it was the duty of the accountant to make 
these payments. A separate account was 
‘kept of these receipts and disbursements, and 
as soon 2 the payments attributable to 
2 particular month were ended, the ac- 
eountant had to make up his account and pay 
the balance in his hands into a separate ac- 
count, kept at the Oriental Bank in the name 
of the Inspector-General of Customs. ‘The 
aceused seemed to have made up his accounts, 
so far as could at present be ascertained, with 
perfect regularity, and. at the foot of the 
account for each month showed a balance in 
favour of the department, ‘These balances he 
noted in his books as having been paid to the 
credit of the special account at the Bank, but 
on investigation it had been found that no 
such payments had been made, and there ap- 
peared fo he no room for doubt that the ac- 
‘cused had appropriated the money to his own 
uses. He would now proceed to call evidence. 
‘Tnosas Dick, Commissioner of Customs, 
‘sworn, stated—TI am head of the Foreign De- 
partment of the Customs in Shanghai. The 
Acoused was the accountant of the Customs 
here. Part of his duties was the payment of 
the salaries of the Foreign employés, and like 
wise of the native employés of the’ Customs. 
‘Tho money was obtained by me from the 
Superintendent of Customs (the Taotae) and 
nt on to Mr, Halket by the hands of my 
rotary, ‘The amount as handed hin 
monthly was Haikwan Tacls 15,000. It 
was his duty to keep a separate account 
for each month, His duty in respect of mak- 
ing payments trom, these, amounts was to 
pay the salaries as directed by me, and then 
‘after making other disbursements to pay the 
balance into the Inspector-General’s account. 
‘Phe money came to me in # letter from the 
Superintendent in the form of cheque on 
the Haikwan Bank, payable to bearer. Pay- 
ments were made by exchanging the cheque 
for smaller ones, and another cheque would be 
given for the balance. ‘This book (shown me) 
is that which contains the account of those 
receipts and disbursements. ‘The entries are 
in accused's handwriting, On folio 7 I find 
under date 7th December, 1872, ** Received 
from Superintendent on account of monthly al- 
Yownuce for December, Tis. 3000 ;” on folio 78 
under December 3st, ‘Received balance of 
monthly account Tis. 12,000.” On the other 
ide there is a, balance brought down, (folio 79) 
in Mr, Halket’s handwriting as paid to the Ori- 
ental Bank, under date Jan. Sth, 1873, of Tls. 
1979.31.10. ‘That finishes the account for the 
month of Dec. ‘The first entry for Jan. (folio 
80) on account of that month is, “Received from 
the Superintendent for expenses for Jan. H. 
‘Tis. 3,000. On the 25th from the same (same 
folio) balance of above” Ts. 12,000. Balance 
under date of Feb. th, due Inspector- 
General's account “A ‘Ts, 2217.1.3. Ace 
count “A” was the ‘Tis. 19,000 and the 
expenditure paid out of it. ‘The account was 
made up of balances out of the local account 
“A” which were transferred to the Inspector- 
General's account “A” at the Oriental Bank. 
‘Next wonth, February, on the Sth, the balance 
ue on, Tnspector-General’s account brought 
down—Tls, 2,217. ‘The next entry is “Super- 
intendent on account monthly allowance for 
February Tis. 3,500.” On the 7th there ai 
no words written, but marks under the pre- 
vious entry, indicating another payment by 
the Superintendent of Ti On next 
folio (82), March 3, appears’ “*Superintentent 
Dalance monthly allowance for February ‘Tis. 
8,500.” ‘Chat is all on the debit side refer- 
ring to February. On the eredit side folio 82, 
‘Mateb 5, Oriental Bank balance for February 
‘Tis, 1,141.14. A. receipt is given iu Chinese 
and English for the payments to the Super- 
intendent, ‘They are signed by me and also 
by the accountant, ‘The counterfoil is initialled 
by both of us; I sign the receipt, aud I be- 
lieve the body of the receipt is also initialled 
bby the accountant—I am not quite sure. 
Mr, Warxzwnrenr said the receipts would 
be produced if necessary afterwards. 
Witness—I can state of my own knowledge 
the sums received and paid over to the ac- 
countant, Accused has written dispatches to 
the Inspector-General reporting the fact of 
these payments having been made to his ae- 































































‘count to the Oriental Bank, which despatches 
were signed by me. They were drafted 
the accountant. I dont know of these bal- 
anees being accounted for in any other form. 
Tam not aware of any other moneys havin; 
been paid for a long time back into “A” 
account at the Bank; that account was con- 
fined to these balances, and no one had power 
to draw on it except the Inspector-General. 

“Mr, Romussox wished to state that e had 
only been requested to appear in this case 
ten’ nisutes Before he at cone into Court. 
He had thus had no opportunity of conferrin, 
with the accused or looking into the facts, an 
as sufficient evidence had been given by Mr. 
Dick to warrant the Court granting a remand, 
he should wish to defer cross-examining till 
he was in a position to do it with a more 
accurate knowledge of the case. 

His Wonsure assenting, 

Mr. Waixewnicur said, in order to proceed 
as far as possible with the case to-day, he 
would call two more witnesses, viz, the Ori- 
ental Bank accountant, and Mr. Jamieson, 
accountant to the Customs. 

Cours Jaumsox, sworn, stated—I am at 
present accountant at the Custom House, 1 

ave investigated the accounts as shown in 
the books in my office since Deo. 1872. I 
haven't found any other account of the ba- 
Jances which have been stated before the 
Court in any other book than that marked 

Tuomas J. Ganorser, sworn, stated—~ 
Tam assistant accountant and cashier at the 
Oriental Bauk, and know of the existence of 
an account “A” of the Inspector-General of 
Customs. T have not the book in which that 
account is kept. I have looked at it recently, 
but cannot aay what payments have ‘beet 
made without having it before me, I can say 
that certain sums have not been paid in. 

Mr. Rontxsox said, in a criminal charge, 
accuracy was very desirable, and they should 
not ask the witness to prove what he was not 
in a position to prove. 

Wirsess to the Court—I could not specify 
auy payment to the, account in the absence of 
the books. I could not say if payment were 
made at regular intervals to that account, 

In answer to a question by Mr. Warxr- 
wnicHT as to bringing the books into Court, 
wituess said they could not exhibit their 
books showing the state of the customer 
acconnt, without the customer's consent. 

His Wonsmre said they only wished the 
witness to state, with the book before him, 
whether certain’ sums had or had not been 























paid in to the Bank—not the state of the ac- 
count. 
‘Wrnsess to Mr. Warsewaronr—T examined 


the books yesterday with a view to ascertain 
whether coftain sums were paid on certain days 
to the credit of the account in question, A 
‘memo. (shown me) was put into my hands by 
the Manager, who told me to look if the sums 
there mentioned had been paid into the ac- 
count, which I did. (The memo. referred to 
the threo sums charged, with the dates on 
which they were entered in the Customs’ 
book as having been paid to credit of the In- 
spector-General’s account “A” at. the Bank.) 
T searched from the beginning of *71 to '73. 
T did not find that any one of these three sums 
had beeu paid into the Bank. I cannot say 

whether there were larger amouuts ‘which 
might have contained these, : 

‘To Mr. Rosrxsox—When I say tho’ sums 
had not been paid into the Bank, I avean I 
found no entry in the Bank books, under ac- 
count “A,” of the sums mentioned in the 
memorandim having been paid. ‘That is the 
effect of my evidence, neither more nor less. 

‘Yo Mr, Watsewxiont—Any payment to 
the credit of account “A,” would have been 
entered in that account. 

Mr. Watsewntout said upon the evidence 
ho had bronght be would now apply for a 
remand, ‘There were other charges he might 
wish to bring forward. 

Mr. Ronnsox thought that one lengthy 
adjournment would be the shortest in the end, 
and suggested thatthe cate should be adjourn: 
ed till Monday the 28th inst., to which the 
Court agreed.

By His Woxsurr.—I had a conversation 
with the accused on the subject of this ac- 
count on the evening of the 10th April.

‘Tuomas D. SxeuLy, sworn, stated—I am 
accountant at the Agra Bank. The accused 
‘kept a private acount there. Ihave examined 
‘that account and find that certain aymenta 
have been made to it in the shape of Haikwan 
Bank orders. On the 30th of Deo. there is 
an order for H. Tis. 100 received to Mr. Hal- 
kket’s credit, being ‘Tls. 111.40 Sh. currency. 
On the 2nd Jan. there is a payment for ‘Tis. 
519.83 lodged to his credit, by an order from 
the Haikwan-Bank,- On the lath of January 
there isa payment from the same Bank, which, 
however, is not passed to Mr, Halkot’s 
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‘own account. On 22nd Jan. wo received a 
Haikwan Bank order for Tls. 952.43. We 
recoived on 8th February a cheque from Mr. 
Halket on tho Haikwan Bank for Tis.

It 
was one for embezzling certain moneys from 
an account known in the Customs aB 
account, to the oredit of which were placed 
the oums received from fines and confiseations, 
which were in the first place collected by the 
Chief Clerk and by him handed to the Ac- 
countant, who entered them in cash book B, 
and at the end of each quarter of the year it 
was his daty to poy a certain proportion of 
these amounts to the Inspector-General’s ac- 
count B at the Oriental Bank. What he pro- 

ied to prove was, that the Accountant had 
Fobited iNimself with the balance for the quar- 
ter ended Sist December last, but that he did 
not pay ‘the money into the Bank or account 
for it in any other way. 

‘Tamas Dick, sworn —TheCustomsaccount- 
ants the errant of, the, Chine Gover 
ment, and paid out of moneys belong 
that Goverament, I produce the cashbook of 
account B, ‘The moneys usually entered in 
‘that account are those received for fines and 
‘confiscations—fines imposed for breaches of 
Customs regulations and confiscation of goods 
seize The money is usually collected by the 
Chief Clerk in the General Oifice, and it is his 
duty to pay it over to the Accountant. Some- 
times moneys have been, received ‘by my 
Secretary, and he them through the 
Chief Cierk’s hands. ‘The Accountant's duty 
isto enter the payment made to him in easly 
‘book B. This cashbookis entirely in Mr. Hal- 
ot'shandwriting. Homakes certain payments 
out ofthe account, and at the end of the quar- 
ter it was his duty to pay a fixed proportion 
eke balancs tothe Inepector-Generdls 
count B at the Oriental Bank, At folio 8 the 
amount due to the Inspector-General is shown 
to be £243.69, for the quarter ending 31st Dec. 
1872. The account is made up quarterly. ‘The 
entry shows that the amount was paid, in the 
following words : ‘No. 46, I. G.’s account B, 
4-10ths of net proceeds of confiscations—Tls.

This, he said, roferrod to an account C., 
which ‘resembled in some respect account A, 
that firat proceeded upon ; ie,, it was an 
account to which certain payments on account 
of the Customs were made by the Superinten- 
dent, These were received by the Accountant, 
who made payments out of them, and whose 
duty it was, at the end of the quarter, to pay 
the whole of the balance into the Inspector- 
General's account Cat the Oriental Bank. Ho 
would prove, from the accused's own books 
‘and from receipts given the Superintendent, 
for the two quarters from July to December, 
that certain payments were made, and that 
large sums were entered as paid to tho 
Oriental Bank, which had not been so paid. 

Tuomas Dick, sworn, stated—Account C 
consists of moneys received from the Super- 
intendent of Customs for a special purpose, 
at different times during each month. A 
separate account of them is kept in this cash- 
book (produced). From tho month of Juno 
to the end of December last year, this account 
was kept by the accused, and is all in his hand- 
writing. Money is sometimes received from 
the Inspector-General, but the moneys towhich 
tho balances referred to relate, were recoived 
from the Superintendent of ‘Customs. ‘Tho 
account is balanced monthly, and the ba- 
Tance ought to be paid in at the end of 
each quarter to the account C of the In- 
spector-General at the Oriental Bank. On 
folio 92 I find that the September quar- 
fer's balance, stated at ‘Tis. 6,908.86, is 
not paid into the Bank, but carried down into 

ye hext quarter. At folio 101, the payment 
entered as having been made— Jan, th, 
1873, No. 496, Oriental Bank I. G.’s account 
C., H. Ts, 12,150.14." Tbelieve that to be the 
balance of the money received on this account 
from the Superintendent. The money is the 
property of the Chinese Government ; I know 
the source from which the Superintendent 
derives it. I have taken measures to ascer- 
tain whether this money bas been paid 
into the Oriental Bank, and bave been 
informed that it has not; and I have not 
found it accounted for elsewhere. I signed 
a despateb, drafted by accused, to the Inspec- 
tor-Gener reporting the payment of the 
December balance to the Bank, and. there 
were two documents signed by the Account- 
fant and myself, both prepared by bim, in 
which I believe it was stated that the 
September balance was paid in to the 
Bank. The cashbook differs in this res- 

ct from the other records in the office, 
Ey aaking it appear that the amount was 
carried forward to the balance at the end of 
the year. It was the duty of the Accountant 
to make the payments at the end of the quar- 
ter, and Tassumned that he had made them.

ceipt was acknowledged by the, acountant 
initialling a book. It was the duty of tho 
latter to enter them in cashbook D, to make 
certain payments from that account, and to 
place the balance, monthly, to the credit of 
the Inspector-General’s account D at tho 
Oriental Bank. The balances were accounted 
for in the cashbook as having been so treated, 
but he would proceed to prove that they 
had not been paid in. 

Tuoxtas Dick, sworn, stated—The receipts 
on account D are received from various sources, 
but not from the Superintendent. ‘They aro

Sergeant Skrsxgn stated On Tueaday night 
about a quarter to 12, I was in the Police 
Office, when I heard some excitement in the 
road. 1 ran out and saw defendant driving a 

ny and trap furiously along the Hoagkew 
Rai "“e appeared to be coming from the 
Old Dock and to be going towards the Astor 
House. I directed acting Sergeant Lloyd, 
who was on duty, to follow and enquire who 
‘was. He went and found it to be Ivey, 2 
boiler-maker at the Old Dock. I saws China- 
man following the trap, with » horse-cloth 
over his shoulder, and crying. 

‘Tuowas Lrovp atated—I was on duty on 
‘Tuesday night in the Broadway Road, when 
I heard some one call out “police.” I went 
down towards the Old Dock and saw a trap 
coming along, and then met a mafoo who sai 
‘a foreigner got into his master’s trap. 
‘We both ran after him. I sent the mafoo 

saat by the Eureka and went along the Hong. 
Few Road myself. The mafoo found the trap 
at the Eureka, and said the man was in the 
hotel. We entered, and the mafoo pointed 
out Tvey as the man, Ivey said, “* Ob, here's 
2 policeman come after me,” and asked what 
was the matter. I told him, and he said it 
was a mistake, that he had ordered a carriage 
from Compton's, but that if he was wauted I 
knew his address. If he had not been driving 
very fast we should have caught him; we 
Biel ed up a cushion on the road which had 

iropped out. 

Sergeant Sxrxwzte said thero were a. great 
smany’ Chinese on the read, and a great many 
people ran out of their houses, hearing the 
Foshing of the trap and shonting.

MIXED COURT. 


May 3rd, 1873. 
Re the Carsxraxo Coxsrmacy. 
Before His Worship Curs. 


A. M. Consul, Mr. Mepaurst, was also on 
the Bench, being present as Sheriff to bring 
forward the prisoners Carr and others, at 
present undergoing sentence in H. M.'s Gaol, 
and whom the jistrate wished to confront 
with Yang, the Chinese suspected of being 
concerned in the recent unlawful expedition 
to Chinkiang. 

‘The following is the statement of Yaxa-a- 
woxa, taken when arrested the other day. 
The presumed head of the affair, Wang, is 
still a large. 

Yana-a-wone, alias LatsG-vor, alias LEEx- 
cua, aged 24,’ stated—I studied English 
‘some timeand am acquainted with the language. 
Tame away from home last year but one, 
went to Newchwang and from thence to 
Japan, and was employed at, both places. 
‘Last year my employment ceased. Then, in the 
first moon of that year I came to Shanghai 
and lived with Sassoon’s compradore for 4 
months. I then was employed on board the 
Nanzing as boy. ‘Then 1 was ‘employed by 
‘Mr. Carr, master of lorcha, when in the 11¢1 
‘moon the Captain of that vessel requested me 
to go to Chinkiang and other places for a 
short time with him. I went once and stopped 
for a few days and then returned. On the 
13th day Ist moon year, I left that ser- 
vice, and on the 20th day I started again for 
Chinkiang with the idea of vi some 
friends, and with no other. During the first 
decade of the 2nd moon I returned to Shang- 
hai and stopped in the Hankow Road with 
carpenter Takechal kee, I was in the habit 
of going to Hongkew to a friend who was a 

vengrocer and assisting him in his business, 

the proprietors of that shop, Wang-a-chun, 
and Wang a Siao, are natives of Hsaing-Shain- 
‘Hain, On the Sth day of the 3rd moon, my 
old master, Capt, Carr, requested me to’ hire 
‘a boat from a man named Loong as he wished 
to go to Chinkiang. The amount of hire was 
settled at the time by the foreigner at $30, 
‘$5 paid at once, balanceto be paid at Chinkiang. 



























never asked what the nature of their 
business was to be, and further { did not 
know how many foreigners were to go to 
Chinkiang with Capt. Carr and his ‘staf. 
I assisted him with his b and 
stores, When they started I came back. 
I did’ not know what was in their boxes. 
I dont know whether there were swords, 
guns or other arms in the boxes. I have 
not been an accompalice with the foreigners 
in any unlawful act. (Letter handed in.) The 
camp mentioned in the letter laid before the 
Court is the name of a ‘place at Hongkong. 
‘Hung-yo-tsoon is a mistake. ‘The man’s name 
‘on the letter is a friend of mine, wholivesin an 
opiuin hong at Smith's market. I don’t know 
where he has gone to. Si-ying-bay, the west- 
ern camp, which is also’ mentioned in the 
letter, is the name of a place at Hongkong. 
Tho word Foong is a mistake—should be 
Hsin, a letter. ‘The word was written uninten- 
tionally. ‘The name Cho-tong in the letter is 
distant relation who was formerly em- 
PloyedintheKisngoanarsenalasaninterpreter.

He was 
not the least aware of what I was or was not 
‘going to do. Itold him I wished to get a boat 
fo go shooting, which was my object. I know 
several peop! there, but had Pe pacoalas 
communication with any of them. ‘hese men. 
‘went on my invitation that they should ac- 
company me on a pig-shooting expedition. 
Lnever sent an order for the it hire on a 
man named Wang. 

‘The boatman, called, said be got a chit from 
Carr to go and get his money. 

Canr.—I paid the man $5 before starting, 
and $8 after going on board that ight, but 
never gave him any chit. I gave Yang $5 
also to get the boat. I don’t know whether 
any of my companions gave an order for money. 
(Being again questioned on the point, Carr 
said he did not recollect giving the chit. Ho 
Promised the man $90 to take the party to 
Chinke and back, Being asked if he knew 
the man W at Chinkeang, Carr evaded the 

ection, said’ his memory was impaired by a 
‘fu he once had.) 

‘The Magistrate asked how the party came 
tobe supplied with rifles and swords to go 
shooting. 

‘Cane again protested that his head was s0 
bad he could not remember what they had, 
but he knew that the boatman had told many 
lies at the Police Courtaboutthearms. There 
was another man in ‘he party, named Nelson, 
who might havo given the chit. (It appeared 
that Nelson was a Dane, and that Eonsal 
had allowed him to leave, there being nothing 
against him.) Carr said he had been a lorcha 
captain on the Yangtsze. Yang had been his 
boy, and he had frequently been in Chinkeang, 
Knew people up there, Chinese and others, and 
had formerly gone pig-shooti 

Coox was now called, and said he did not 
know the boatman or Yang. Carr asked him 
to go on a shooting expedition with him. Did 
not see any note written or given to the boat 
man. Another of the prisoners said Cat 
asked him to go with him on a shooting ex- 
pedition; Yang he did uot recollect, but knew 
the other man asthe boatman. Did not see 
any note. Did no shooting by the way, but 
fired a few shots along the ri with their 
Cael ie hige Knew nothing to involve 

‘ang witl e party. They got ashore going 
ap, fast above Silver Island) © — 

‘Tuomas said be knew the boatman, but not 
Yang. He was asked by Carr to go-up- 
country, and having recently been employed on 
‘a mandarin steamer and got some mouey he 
thought he would go in for some pleasure. 

A’ Chinkiang boatman said Carr and au- 
other foreigner came to Wong, at Chinkian 
and Wong sent his boat down to mect the 
party, with provisions. 

Carr again called repeated his statement 
that his head was very bad; that the fact 
that he, who belonged to a highly respectable 
family “in England should be Yo gaol, had 
preyed ou his mind, and he had been thinking 
Of hanging himself. 

Mr. Coulter, on being referred to, said Carr's 
head was quite right. The Chinese prisoner 
was then remanded, and the foreign prisoners 
returned to gaol. 

‘The boatmen in custody as witnesses pre- 
ferred a request to be allowed to remain at 
the Mixed Court, instead of being sent back 
to the Police Station, where they alleged they 
did not get, enous fovea Slr.
